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History  of  the  Class  of  1943 


One  sunny  September  morning  in  nineteen  and 
thirty-nine,  the  dumbest  and  greenest  freshmen  that 
ever  entered  the  ancient  portals  of  Asheboro  High 
School  walked  into  the  auditorium,  waiting  to  be 
told  where  to  go,  when,  and  why.  After  being  told, 
half  went  to  the  right  room  and  the  other  half  walked 
around  in  circles  until  some  kind,  understanding  in¬ 
mates  took  them  by  the  necks  and  deposited  them 
in  their  respective  home  rooms.

Right  in 
the  midst  of  all  this,  spring  has  come  with  the  songs 
of  the  birds  sprinkling  the  air,  and  with  laughter 
on  our  lips — well,  naturally  we  catch  spring  fever. 
The  fever  will  be  over  before  commencement  pokes 
its  warning  head  around  the  corner.  It  warns  us 
that  we  are  now  wringing  the  last  ounces  of  joy  from 
our  high  school  days. 

Now,  we  become  a  little  sad.  We  start  remember¬ 
ing  those  "good  ole  days." 

We  remember  those  school  parties,  those  pep  rallies, 
and  those  ball  games  where  we  had  so  much  fun.  We 
remember  those  drugstore  get-togethers  with  a  scarcity 
of  chocolates  and  chewing  gum.  We  remember  those 
funny  little  things  that  happened  during  class  to  keep 
monotony  away.  We  remember  that  night  that  con¬ 
cluded  our  school  days,  when  we  clutched  our  diplo¬ 
mas  with  trembling  hands  and  tumultuous  hearts.  We 
remember  the  last  day  when  we  walked  down  those 
steps  for  the  last  time  and  said  good-byes.
